The court then took up the case 
against Charles Olson, his attorney 
having demanded a separate trial, 
and the task of securing a jury was 
commenced.

said was th a t the punishm ent must 
fall in a large part on those utterly 
blameless, on the relatives who must 
bear the disgrace and put up for the 
fine. 
For this reason he said th a t 
for the first time he would take ad­ 
vantage of the law passed at the last 
session of the legislature giving him 
the discretion of suspending the sen­ 
tence, and p u ttin g the prisoners on 
probation until the next term of the 
District court, which convenes May 
24th, 1910. 
He passed a sentence of 
a fine of $75 each and each to pay 
$30.05 each. 
If the costs are paid 
at once and a bond of $100 or a cash 
deposit of $75 is made to secure the 
payment of the fine, then the boys 
are to be at liberty on probation u n ­ 
til the next term of the district court. 
If the costs are paid and the fine is 
not secured then the prisoner is to 
serve 60 days in jail, and if neither 
the costs or the fine is paid, then the 
alternative penalty is 90 days in jail.

Legislation May Be Necessary to Re­ 


lieve Them. 
Washington, Dec. 28.—Settlers on 
government irrigation projects in the 
West 
find 
themselves 
embarrassed 
financially in their efforts to bring 
their lands to a state of cultivation 
and it is probable that legislation to 
relieve them will be considered at the 
present session. 
Statements made to 
members of the senate committee on 
irrigation on their trip of investiga­ 
tion last summer were to the effect 
that there was a serious error in the 
law, and that there was no provision 
for giving settlers some evidence of 
title to their holdings, which could be 
used as a basis for a loan to develop 
their lands. 
Most of the settlers went on the 
lands as soon as the government an 
flounced that irrigation works were to 
be constructed. The reclamation serv­ 
ice officials did everything they could 
by posting notices in postoffices and 
ti rough the newspapers, to discourage 
the rush, because of the uncertainty 
as to the time when water could Ii* 
furnished. 
These warnings were no1 
sufficient to discourage settlers, how­ 
ever, and most of them took nj) land 
before a spade had been stuck in tin 
ground by the government contrac 
tors. 
Most of the settlers had money 
enough to tide them over a couple cl 
seasons. None of the irrigation works 
were completed in time, however, and 
when tin* water was actually put ot 
the land, the settlers were practically 
broke.

the futures and lie believes ti e gulli­ 
ble public should be protected Ira.ii 
this form of speculation. Accordingly, 
he has decided to urge congress to 
adopt a law that will be as effective 
in dealing with produce gambling as 
were the laws aimed at the sale of 
lottery tickets and the great concerns 
that were engaged in the business. 
The evil of such gambling will form 
the subject of a conference soon to 
be held at the White House. 
Th® 
president is deeply interested and will 
make known his views on the ques­ 
tion either In a special message or *n 
a report on a bill soon to be Intro­ 
duced by Representative Scott of Ran 
sas, chairman of the house committee 
on agriculture. 


Consulted With Lawyers. 
The leading lawyers of the admin 
lstration have been consulted by Pres­ 
ident Taft in his consideration of the 
evil of such gambling.
